The firm ImuhI of a manage 
tnriil expert is evident in the or­ 
der issued by Defense Secretary 
Wilson to the civilian heads of 
the three branches of the armed 
forces. The order said simply 
that tile nuiulier of civilians on 
the defense j>ay rolls must be re­ 
duced bv 39,346 by the end of 
May. No ifs. amis or hilts. 
The three services now employ 
1.290j000 civilians. Therefore the 
cut wiR amount to less than three 
per cent, or approximately the 
number that would normally re­ 
sign in a two-and-a-lvalf-month 
period. 
The order means that no civil­ 
ians *are to be hired to take the 
place .of those who would normal­ 
ly jbe emitting government jobs 
for one reason or another. Nor 
are the services permitted to shift 
uniformed personnel around to 
cover the gaps left by civilian de­ 
partures. All of which will ac­ 
quaint supervisory personnel with 
an old maxim that is standard in 
industry: You never know how 
much you can get along without 
until you have to.
